Returns from r.icing 
proliably siittk-eil to pa.v urdiuary exia-nso, but the lack of at leant one high-class stake winner preveiiteil 
iiKire than that much acciimulution lii stable earnings. Had Olambala retained his fuiir-yeac-old speeil it 
would have made a great difference. But be did not and none of the youuger horses raceil up to more than 
tile furui of the useful class. Of these Tartar shuwml best and may prove a goml three-year-old in 10i:-t. 
So may Geuesta. the prig;eny of Broomstick seeming, as a rule, to train on and improve. Flying Yankei* did 
well for his stable and so did the veteran.

SHIPPING RATES FIXED IN KENTUCKY. 

Frankfort, K.v., lKs-embi*r 10. — Freiglit rates on 
race liorses between Ia>xiiigtim. laiuisville and lai- 
ttmlii were flxi-d yesterday by the railroad commis- 
sion. Tlie order follows: A standard car shall be 
iimsidiM-eil a ear 3(>tA feet iu length, the race horse 
rale lietween the iKMUts in question shall not be in 
exivse of 200 per ci-nt. of the common horse rate 
applied between said jioints; for all ears which are 
two feet less than the standard car there shall be 
a reduction of five per cent, of the race horse rates 
on standard cars; imi all cars exceeding in length 
the standard ear there shall be collected five |ier 
cent, in addition to race horse rates on standard 
ears on each two feet that the car exceeils in 
length the standani car, and any sum charged, col- 
le<-ted or receiveil in excess of the sum herein pre- 
scribial by the eomtn-isslon shall be deemed to be 
excessive, extortionate, unjust, unreasonable aud 
disiTiminating. 

The emiiplatnt was made in the ease of H. Mc- 
Carreu, W. H. Fizer, Catesby Woodford, W. O. 
Joplin ami Daniel Ia.‘han against the IjOuisTille and 
Nashville Hailroad Company, who complained that 
the freiglit rates on race horses from lycxlngton to 
lainisville. from Jaiuisville to I^aitoiiia and from lai- 
tonia t-j I.o!xingtiai were excessive, unreasonable 
and disiTiminating.

These events will 
attract as notable a gathering of El Paso ami 
Juarez society folk as seen on the opening day. 
Tlie officers are exerting themselves to secure 
iiNMints and some will send as far east as Baltimore 
for llielr horses.

RECORD OF A KENTUCKY DERBY WINNER. 

iKmau. the son of Woolsthorpc and Al Lone that 
wmi the Kentucky Derliy of 1910 In the colors of 
William Gerst. of Nashville. Tenn., went into re- 
tirement for the winter at the close of racing on the 
Kentucky circuit with the record of having won 
$20,156 for .Mr. Gerst during his four seasons in 
training. Donau must be ereditml with having made 
a fairly giwMl sliowiug dining the past two years in 
spite of haring developi'd an unruly disposition, but 
for which his record would uniloiibtedly be decidedly 
iM-lter than it is. 

Doiiaii was raced so frequently as a two-year-old 
that those who believe that thoroughbreds should he 
raceil s[mringly if at all as two-year-olds were 
severe in tlielr criticism of his trainer for sending 
him to the |>ost so often in his first season of racing. 
Vv'heii be wou the Wakefield Stakes at the Empire 
City track, Yonkers. N. Y.. July 22, 1909, he was 
niiining for the twentj’-ninth time and arguments 
for aud against the racing of two-year-olds until 
luidsumnier waxed warm. Some maintained that if 
Donau hud m>t Is-cn raced so early and so frequently 
he might have developi-d into a great horse at ma- 
turity. Otliers held that his recortl refuted the 
theory that it lessens the vitalit.v of youngsters to 
rare them early. Donau had then i>«^ averaging 
five rai-es a inimtb. During the Empire City mi-ct- 
ing ill question he ran four races in eight days. He 
liad bei'n racing over all sorts of tracks from eo.ast 
to coast, and when lie won the Wakefield Stakes be 
actnall.v appeared as if in neiHl of work. A sturd.V 
sort of a horse, surely. 

It was after he won the Kentnck.v Derb.v that 
Donau develo|ied a stiibboriiiiess that was well-night 
the despair of George Ham. into whose charge he 
passeil during the latter part of bis two-year-old 
season. He gave the starters of the tragks over 
which be raced all kinds of trouble at the barri'-r 
and there were times when he would absolutely re- 
fuse to do anything at all. Once, he rreateil much 
merriment b.v lying down on the track when an 
assistant starter went after him with a whip. Tli.* 
man could not induce him to arise. He was geldcl 
ill the hope tliat his track manners would be tbereb.r 
improved, but the hope was not realized. All sorts 
of experiments wen* triwl with him. hut none of 
them pnMliiceil any lasting results, ahboiigh bis be- 
havior this season st*enied to be a bit better than 
hitherto. 

Thomas Piatt, w'lio has an establishment near 
I^exington. Ky., now owns AI Lone, the dam of 
Donau. ‘‘While Woolsthorpe and Al Lone were 
the luoper^ of Col. Milton Y'oung and he was the 
breeder of Donaii,” said Mr. Piatt in discussing 
Donau, ‘‘1 kept the mare at my place for him ami 
shared in the profits of her protliiee. Donau was 
foaled on my farm aud I had him until be was sold 
to William Gerst as a yearling at Sbeepshead Bay. 
September 1, 1908. At that age Donau wa.s a 
veritable bull dog. He was strong, courageous and 
determined. He was not a savage ooltt but he was 
not one of the kind that would stand petting. He 
did not like to have the other colts about him and 
would use his Imh-Is whenever they i-ame near hliu. 
Ordiuarily when 1 wean ni.v colts. I put two iu a 
staB, but I could not do it with Donau. He had to 
have a stall to himself.” 

Al lame is a loii-i»ared ba.v mare by imported Al- 
bert, out of Froiiie Louise, by Glengarry, and she. 
through Rose Clark, Kitty Clark and Miss Ob- 
stinate. tlie fifth dam of Douan. traces liack to 
the Ijiytoii Barb mare, the tap-root of family No. 
4 in the Bruce Lowe figure system. Al Lone, while 
not a marc of stake qiialit.v. was a servicable sell- 
ing plater and was raeeil for six years by A. F. 
Dayton. D. J. Honan, John Dowd and others at 
St. Louis, Chicago, New Orleans and other tracks. 
In th.ise six years she was started 128 times, wou 
sixteen races, was swond thirteen times, third 
twenty-five times and unplaced seventy-four times. 
While still racing in the spring of 1901. as a seven- 
year-old. she was mated for the first time with 
Baiiqiio II.. and foalesl in the spring of 1902 a chest- 
nut filly named >Iae Erwin that never raced. She 
was not bred in 1902. and that fall Col. Miltou 
Yemng liouglit lier anil transferred her to Mr- 
Grathiana Stud, mating her in the spring of 1903 
with InsiKK-tor B. Tlie result of this union was 
Tres Joll. 'Hie ni‘xt year she produced .411 Alone, 
by Cesarioii. There was no foal in 1966. Donaii 
cunie in 10i>7 from a mating with Weieilstborpe. 
In 1908 her foal was the bay fill.v Pickaninny, a 
useful sprinter. Her foal of 19TO was Wooltex. 
which sold recently for a fancy price after having 
been derelopeil as a Jumper. Her 1910 foal was 
sinotliereil to death when it was a few days old. It 
is quite notable that all of the produce of Al Loivo 
to race have brackets to their eradit. 

Doiiau c-ost William Gerst only $.*>50 as a yearling. 
What au excelleut investment he was Is sliown hy 
the following tabnlation of his record to date:
